Lovpox, May 17.—The opposition of United 
States Mintster Terrell to the action of the 
anti-slavery conference at Brussels confirm- 
ing the right of the Congo State to impose an 
import tax has aroused the Government press 
in Belaium to fury and precipitated a discus- 
sion leading far beyond the limits of the main 
question. Not only is the whole tariff system 
of the United States attacked, but the events 
which led up to the American Rebellion 
are brought into requisition as con- 
clusive arguments against what the 
journals are pleased to term the 
unbecoming attitude of the United States 
Government through its representatives. 
While these strictures might be justifiable if 
Mr. Terrell had taken a stand against any ac- 
tion of the conference bearing directly upon 
the slave tradeand designed solely to sup- 
press it, itis auggested that the conference 
has, in regulating the tariff on the Congo 
Btate, gone out of its legitimate sphere into 
one rendering that body liable to the accusa- 
tion of having pragmatical tendencies. 
Although the American Minister is alone in 
his opposition, it is not unlikely that his firm 
refusal to recede from his position challenging 
the competency of the conference to exceed 
its original scope of deliberation and action 
will induce a marked modification of the de- 
ciajon to which he objects. 


Historic Ruins in Vera Crus. 


By Telegraph te the PosT-DISPATCH. 

MEXICO, May 17.—Leopold Batres, Inspector 
and Conservator of the Archaeological Monu- 
ments of the Republic, has received a letter 
giving an account of some most important 
extensive ruins which have been discovered 
by the Rico Expedition at Huasteca Vera- 
crogzana, Conton de Papantla, State of Vera 
Cruz, in a mountainous district, which appears 
never to have been explored except by tue 
Indians. 

The ruins, according to his statement, are 
located in a mountain locked country,densely 
covered with trees and undergrowth. The 
hutidings discovered are from four to 
five stories in height and show 
decided evidences of the Greek School 
of Architecture; cornices, windows, 
and base indicating this. The base was in re- 
lief figures covering the sides of each edifice, 
which are frescoed in various colors, and 
which have withstood the ravages of the ele- 
ments and appear as bright as the day they 
were painted. 

The new ruins cover a large extent of coun- 
try and are considered by Senor Batres to be 
the most important discovery of the last dec- 
ade ifnotthe last century. Numerous idols 
are set up in the ancient city and thin slabs of 
marble covered With Aztec or Toltec hiero- 
giyphics are set in the edifices. Senor Batres 
is now making arrangements to visit the rulns 
for the purpose of bringing the inscribed 
slabs to the National Museum. 

The Government has granted to Gen. Sturm 
of the United States a concession on a railway 
from this city to the Pacific coast via Cuerna- 
vaca and Oaxaca. itis assumed that the Gov- 
ernment is inthis way making return to Gen.

The Destruction of Tomsk. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, May 17.—Horrible_scenes 
are reported as having occurred during 
burning of Tomsk, the capital of Western 
Siberia. The place was visited simul- 
taneously by a conflagration anda cyclone, 
the result of the combined disasters being 
the destruction of three-quarters of the build- 
ings, which were of wood, and the loss of 
hundreds of lives. The Cathedral, situated 
in the High Town, is in ashes. 
Tne walls of the edifice, in falling, 
an adjacent hospital, bury- 
ing the inmates, who were subsequently 
roasted alive. The garrison brutally refused 
to render the least assistance in saving lives 
and property on the plea that they had enough 
to do to protect the barracks and other Gov- 
ernment bulldings; they also added that 
they had no time to assist ‘‘worthiess ex- 
les. 

In strong contrast to this action of the 
troops was that of the worthy bishop and his 
assistant priests, marching through the burn- 
ing city atthe head of a procession with ban- 
ners and other sacred emblems. He stopped at 
frequent intervals to give absolution to the 
dying and to bless the dead, and never was 
the consolation carried by these sacred rites 
more greatiy needed than by the panlo- 
stricken mob of sufferers who huddled to- 
gether in the streets and firmly believing 
that the end of the world had come 
abandoned themselves to despair. 
Much of the suffering, however, might have 
been averted had there been the slightest at- 
tempt at organized relief. As it fire 
and water were not capable of 
dnflicting misery enough on the unfortunate 
sufferers, the storm was followed by a sudden 
fallin temperature and soon the devastated 
city was buried beneath a mantie of snow. 


England. 

LONDON, May 17.—Thomas McChean, United 
States Consp! at Portsmouth, has contmitted 
suicide by shooting himself with a revolver 
at Southeea Castle, a fashionable place of resi- 
dence on the opposite shore of the inlet of the 
sea on which Portsmouth is situated.

The Universal Review ot n publishes an 
address to the Czar remonatrating against the 
outrages upon Russian éxiles in Siberia. The 
remonstrance is signed by 24 persons,

favor of sending a commanication to the gov- 
ernment suggesting the propriety of its ad- 
dressing the Czar’s government through the 
usual diplomatic channels on the subject of 
the outrages. Mr. Gladstone has written a 
letter in connection with this matter in which 
he says the governmentof Russia would be 
justified in returning any note sent to it in ro- 
gard to the treatment of the exiles with a 
communieation ealling the attention of the 
British government to the brutal slaughter 
of Irish people“ at Mitchelistown some 
time ago.

DEMOCRATS HOLD A CONVENTION 
AND MAKE THEIR SELECTION. 


— 


THE 


An Enthusiastic and Harmonious Gather- 
ing at Ubrig’s Cave This Morning—Mr. 
Fielding Mansfield PFresides Over the 
Meeting—Sketch of the Nominee—The 
Details of the Convention. 


The delegates to the Democratic convention 
called to nominate a candidate for the Presi- 
denoy of the Board of Public Improvements 
began gathering in front of Uhrig’s Cave Hall 
as early as 9 o’clock this morning. From 
the drift of conversation among the rep- 
resentatives of the various wards it was evi- 
dent that Burnet would have a walk-over for 
the nomination. Ed Butler, George W. Allen, 
Judge Campbell, Lawrence Harrigan, Bob 
Claiborne and Chairman James Carlisle of the 
City Central Committee were among the early 
arrivals, They were all sanguine that the 
Democratic candidate would have an easy 
time defeating the nominee of the Republican 
City Central Committee, 

Mr. Fielding Mansfield reached the hall 
about 9:30 o’clock and after conferring -with 
the groups of delegates concluded that Bur- 
net had the convention by a big majority. 

Before the convention was called to order 
he was waited upon by Ed Butler and other 
prominent Democrats and asked to accept the 
permanent chairmanship of the convention.

THE ALASKA VOLCANO, 


Mount Bogosleva Again in Eruptien—One 
of Nature’s Wonders. 


By Telegravh to the Posr-Disraren. 

SAN Francisco, Cal., May 17.—Bogosieva, 
the Alaska volcano that rose from the oceas 
depths about seven years ago and biazed and 
smoked for a time, is again in eruption. The 
news reached this city by private letters from 
Port Ilululluk, on Alaska Islands. These let- 
ters were brought by the Alaska Commercial 
Co.’s steamer St. Paul, and were forwarded 


by railfrom Departure Bay, where the steamer 
stopped to coal. If nothing has happened to 
her, the St. Paul should reach this port to- 
morrow, and then Capt. Erskine or some of 
the passengers will doubtiess be able to tell 
some interesting stories. 

The recent eruption began, according to 
teports received, on February 10 and has 
continued atintervais. On the tun and 22d 
there were signs of great activity, flames and 
smoke pouring from the lofty crater and ris- 
ing to a great height. The 1 or weeks was 
clouded with ashes and these fell In showers 
in the town of Llululiuk, forty-four miles 
away tothe eastward, To people there who 
saw the eruption it seemed that the pillar of 
fire and smoke was fully fifteen miles high. 
Just twelve miles back of the settlement, and 
between it and Bogosiova, rises the volcano 
of Makushin, 5,691 feet high. That the erup- 
tion of Bogoslava could do deen 
over this lofty obstruction gives an 
idea of the height to which the 
smoke and ashes rose. Prof. Davidson of the 
Coast Survey estimated that the voicanic 9 
lar must have been sent up to a height of at 
least four miles above the sea In order to have 
been seen at all by the people at Ilululuk. In 
his letter to the Alaska Commercial Co. the 
agent at Oun alaska, Mr. Numan, writes that 
he willforward some of the volcanic ashes 
that fell about the town. He notes also the

Belation of the Church to the Southern 
Negro—Eloquence Spoiled by a Practical 
Delegate—H. V. Philipot of Texas Intro- 
duces a Resolution Condemning Opiam, 
Tobacco, Cigarettes and Ministers Who 
Set Bad Examples to the Boys—The Del. 
egates Pestpone Consideration Indefi- 
nitely—-A Bit of Politics—Specks of 
Brightness in a Dull Session. 


To-day’s session of the M. E. Church, South, 
General Conference was the dullest held 
since the beginning. The reason of this lay 
in the fact that it was the last day for the in- 
troduction of new business. There was con- 
siderable new business introduced, mainly of 
technical nature, such as minor changes in 
the Discipline.“ 

There was little discussion of an interesting 
nature, as there was no room for it. 

The Committee on Fraternal Oor- 
respondence, to whom was referred a com- 
munication, asking the General Conference 
to appoint commissioners to meet com- 
migsioners to be appointed by the House of 
Bishops and House of Deputies of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church for conference on 
erganic union, etc., reported recommending 
non-conference, 

THE COMMITTEB 

held that the spirit of the church haa always 
been broad and catholic. It had welcomed to 
membership all who wished to be saved 
and had resolved to lead a new 
life—without regard to race or color. 
That policy would never be abandoned. As 
for organic union with the memorialists, the 
committee would regard it as an unmixed 
evil. The M. E. Chureh South had never 
divided from any church, and the committee 
wanted those who had made division to make 
overtures for reunion. 

The report was very tart in tone, and ex- 
cited commending smiles from the Bisbops 
and delegates. The vote of the conference 
was unanimous in favor of the report. 


A resolution was introduced signed by Ul- 
rich Noch, J. W. Lewis, J. O. Morris, B. H. 
Greathouse, 8. MoKennon, S. B. Nicholson, 
W. C. Black, H. M. Winslow and others con- 
deminng Sunday papers. The resolution said 
that it was a lamentable§fact that the circula- 
tion of Sunday papers was on the increase, 
that they contain accounts of crimes and mat- 
ters of worldly interest to such ex- 
tent that readers were not fitted for 
the proper observance of the Sabbath. 
The resolution also charged that the prepara- 
tion of Sunday papers involves a large 
amount of work on the Sabbath. 

The resolution went to the Committee on 
the Sabbath. 

The Cumberland Presbyterian Church Gen- 
eral Assembly, in session at Union City, 
Tenn., telegraphed a fraternal greeting, 
quoting from Thessalonians, as do all other 
senagers of fraternal messages: 

‘*Therefore, brethren, stand fast and hold 
the traditions which ye have been taught, 
whether by word or our epistie. 

**Comfort your hearts and establish you in 
every good word and work. 

THE TOBACCO HABIT. 

H. V. Philtpot, T. B. Stone and Horace 
Bishop of Texas introduced a sensational 
resolution: 

‘*Whereas, Temperance is a principle, as 
well as a habit; and, 

** Whereas, Its almost exclusive discussion‘in 
reference to the drink habit is wholly arbi- 
trary and without reason; and, 
hereas, The use of opium and tobaceo, if 
notso marked violations of the spirit and 
habit of temperance as drunkenness and 
using intoxicating drinks, are fully in face 
and violative of the general rule of the Meth- 
odist Church which inhibits the doing of 
those things which are not for the glory of 
God; seeing that these habits are in very 
many cases, if not universally, injurious,to 
the health of those who use them, both in 
their minds and bodies; and 

‘*‘Whereas, These things being so, parents 
are very anxious to train their children not to 
use these things, especially tobacco, to which 
they are most liabie, but are greatly hindered 
in their pious work by the exampie of good 
men and women, and very especially of the 
preachers of a pure gospel, so that their best 
endeavors are often defeated, and not only 
are their parental hearts greatly pained, 
but their young sons while in extreme youth 
contract the cigarette habit, the cheapness of 
the article and consequent ease with which it 
may be nad probably determining their choice 
to this, the most hurtful for ite use, and the 
boys are almost ruined, soul and body, by the 
very men who are insisting on their attend- 
ance upon Sunday-school; aud 

‘*‘Whereas, The reports from the Bureau of 
Statistics of the United States show the tax 
on tobacco to be equal to two-thirds the tax 
on whisky, viz., 5600, 000, 000, and while all the 
figures for religious and charitable purposes 
of all churches and charitable institutions, 
combined with all sums for the education of 
the young in the whole United States, does 
not approach that enormous sum; therefore 

Resolved, That the Committee offFifteen on 
the Spiritual State ot the Church be and they 
are hereby inatructed to take the subject of 
the use of tobacco and opium by the mewbers 
of the church, and especially by traveling 
preachers, and report to this conference some 
suitable deliverance upon these eubjeets.’’

THE LABOR SITUATION. 


A Great Deal ef Negotiating Geing 9, 
but No Actual Develepments. 


The week has been marked by a succession 
of small strikes, several of which have been 
settied in afew hours without danger of 
spreading to other houses in the same trade. 
There have been resuscitated stories 
about trouble among the carpen- 
ters and planing mili bends, dut 


there has been no dispute and the c nters 
especially are bard at work. hat threat- 
ened at one time to involve the tocal tobacco 
manufacturing business in a general strike 
has turned out a very small affair and even at 
the factory specially interested work is going 


on smoothly. 
THE SOAP AND LARD MAKERS. 

The strikers in the Fairbank establishment 
show no signs of weakness, They are meet- 
ing at longer intervals and do nottake the 
same interest as they formerly did. The fact 
that Labor Commissioner Meriwether failed 
to effect a settlement of the strike may tend to 
a speedy cessation of hostilities. The strikers 
say thatmen have been sent out to engage 
workmen to take the places of the strikers. 
The factory remains closed. 

THE HARNESS MAKERS. 

Labor Commissioner Meriwether was pres- 
ent at the secret meeting of the barness- 
makers which was beld yesterday at their 
Market street headquarters. He was able to 
give but little information regarding what 
was being done to stop the strike, and 
his views were net very encouraging. 
The bosses had called on bim 
to see about a settlement, but they deciined 
to accept his recommendation to raise the 
wages. Thirteen of the strikers were hired to 
go to Atchison, Kan., and they will leave this 
morning. The harness departments in all of 
the factories are still shut down, although the 
saddie and collar makers are still at work. 
One house notified the saddie-makers that 
half the crew wasto be laid off, but on being 
assured that allthe men would walk out if 
this was done the men were all kept on. 

THE STOXNEMASONS. 

The Stonemasons’ Union has not declared a 
strike, and there may be none in spite of re- 
ports to the contrary. The union indorses 
the quarrymen’s strike for shorter hours, but 
is not certain that a strike on their part would 
be of benefit tothe quarrymen. Some think 
it would be best to refuse to handie ‘‘scab’’ 
stone. Astrike by the stonemssons at this 
season would result most disastrously to 
building interests. 

THE QUARRYMEN. 

The quarrymen did not hoid a m ng yes- 
terday and all was quiet around the bead- 
quarters, They claim that they are in a posi- 
tion of indepeadence and will win in the 
struggle. The quarries at which the strikes 
bave occurred are very quiet with here and 
there a team hauling away some loose rock, 
Tne Fruin-Bambrick Oo. has secured a num- 
ber of men form the Chouteau avenue quarry. 
The strike will be investigated by Laber Com- 
missioner Meriwether. 


The New Trades and Labor Union Hall. 


To-night the new headquarters of the Trades 
and Labor Union at (id and 0 South Fourth 
street will be opened with appropriate cere- 
monies. The building has been decorated 
with flags and punting and presents a holiday 
appearance.

CINCINNATI, O., May 17.—The Commereia 
Gazette, in an editorial to-day upon the pro- 
posed changes in ownership of the Cincianati, 
Hamilton & Dayton Railroad, says: ‘‘The 
election for directors occurs in June next. 
The contest will be between two parties, one 
believing in the inherent value of the Oincin- 
nati, Hamilton & Dayton property aud desir- 
ing to control it and operate it for all that is 
in it; to develop it and maintain it as a great 
independent line to the North and Northwest, 
and to add to it such connecting lines as 
may bring trade to Cincinnati. The 
other party desires to sell, mot the 


stock, butthe controlof the stock toa Van- 
derbilt syndicate which now has in its pos- 
session the Big Four, the O., O., C. & I. and 
the Chesapeake & Ohio.

According to the market letter in a morning paper 
apreminent St. Louls miller wired Chicago yester- 
day that crops were improving. In this instance the 
wish was probably father to the statement. 

Hancock &Co., leading flour merchants at Nash- 
Ville, denn., telegraph as follows. ‘*Advices from 
largest flour mills in State alivery gloomy the past 
week, and indications do not promise over per 
cent of a crop, although the Government report 
made condition 85 per cent, The wheat is heading 
ont a few inches from the ground in a large propor- 
tion of the fields and the quality of the 2 Is sure 
to be poor. Crop has gone back at least 20 points 
since April 25. 

Lilienthal & Co. of San Francisco,in reply toan 
inquiry, states that the acreage of wheat seeded in 
California is undoubtedly tessthanin 1889, but the 
yield per acre will be very much large, and in our 
judgment the situation has been muc improved by 
late rains throughout the State. Prospects favor an 
average crop. 

Advices from Southern Turkey report that the anxi- 
eties of agriculturists there are for the present set at 
rest. Quantities of rain have fallen in various parts 
of = province, and the crop prospects are now ex- 
cellent. 

Advices from Algiers are that the weather keeps 
favorable for all the growingcrops andthe fields 
exhibit such bealthy vegotation ones farmers already 
reckon upon a pientiful harvest. The area of land 
sown with cereals is one-third sarge? than last vear. 

Paris advices are: The aspect ofall the growing 
crops continues very fine, and the spring sowings are 
being brought toa conclusion in excellent order. 
April closes with damp and mild weather. All vege- 
tation is making rapid strides, the winter oats look 
very well and the épring-sown crop is coming up 
regularly, as well as the barley. Potato planting is 
in operation under satisfactory conditions.“ 

Prime’s report continues very unfavorable on 
wheat. It does not note improvement in a single 
State and gives a falling off in nearly all winter 
wheat States,damage beiug due to cold,raw weather. 
In spring wheai States he says no damage is done yet, 
but all depends on weather for next fourteen days. 
Taken altogether the reportis generally bad. On 
corn he reports the planting as at least two weeks 
late, and says it will take best conditions to make a 
crop. His reports on European cropsare: United 
Kingdom, some complaints on light land. France, 
excellent, Beigium, prospects fair; Germany, too 
much moisture. 

Sedalia, Me., wired John Warren: ‘‘Supt. Baker 
ot Western Union Telegraph Co. says he has not seen 
ten good =, wheat in Kansas, Missouri and 
Nebraska. heat third cheat.’’ 

Harry Slaughter, aftera trip tothe Pacific Coast, 
has returned looking as fine asa 2-year old. He 
says the crops are in great shape onthe coast, but 
they have more water than they know what to do 
with, and the mountains are full of snow. 

Cole kros. received to-day, from C. C. Keener of 
Meredosia, III., a sample o the wheat plant of this 
section. t was literally running over with Hessian 
flies, ever,’ staik being thickly infested. 

Daniel Butters of C iicago was on the floor to-day, 
Late in the session he received a dispatch from John

A LIGHT SENTENCE. 


WHAT NAVAL OFFICERS SAY OF EX-COM- 
MANDER M’CALLA’S PUNISHMENT. 


The Record Entered in the Log ofthe United 
States Steamer Enterprise Yesterday— 
Loss of Rank and Promotion the Sever- 
est Blow—The Commander’s Standing in 
the Service.

EW YORK, 

May 17.—

McCalla detached and

tary Tracy in a general order issued on 
Thursday. Capt. McCalia received his 
official notification yesterday morning from 
Rear Admiral Brajne, who is in charge 
of the yard, that he had been convicted on all 
of the five charges brought against him. The 
Admiral also returned the Captain’s sword, 
which had been taken from him when he was 
first put officially under arrest. The sword is 
McCalla’s property, Dut he cannot wear it for 
three years now. This morning he will prob- 
ably leave for Newport, where he has a sum- 
mer home. Lieut. Ingersoll, the executive 
officer of the ship, is still in command of the 
Enterprise, but rumor bas it that Commander 
Charles H. Peckwell, who arrived recently 
with the Yantic from the West Indies, will be 
put in command soon. 

THE PENALTY. 

Under the sentence inflicted upon him Com- 
mander McCallia cannot wegn his uniform or 
cannot leave the country for three years. He 
also is not allowed to visit the Navy Depart- 
ment while serving his sentence, but the se- 
verest penalty wbich he receives is the reten- 
tion of his present place in the list of com- 
manders during his suspension. Capt. Mo- 
Calla’s number in the last register was fifty- 
seven. As promotions occur among the offi- 
cers ahead of him during the next three years 
those below him will be advanced while he 


remains stationary. This practically means 
a blank of three years in his career. 

There is a question as to what pay Capt. Mc- 
Calla willreceive during his enforced vaca- 
tion. Under the rules governing court- 
martialsthe decision must state specifically 
whether the pay ls suspended aswell. As no 
mention of this was made lu the sentence as 
promulgated, itis understood that he will re- 
seive regular leave pay, or £2,300 a year. 
When on sea dutya commander receives $3,500 
per year. There is said to be a Treasury res- 
ulation, bowever, which places an officer so 
suspended under furlough pay, which is half 
of leave pay. Capt. dicUalla ig wealthy, bow- 
ever, and it, would not bea hardship to him 
even if Uncle Sam neglected to pay him alto- 
gether. He has a beautiful residence in Wash. 
ington, near Dupont Circle and the home of 
Secretary Blaine, and his wife is said to be 
worth half a million in her own right, . 
A LIGHT SENTENCE. 

The general opinion inthe navy yard yes- 
terday wasthat Capt. McCalla had escaped 
with alightsentence. It would not have 
been a surprise,’’ saidone, it he had been 
dismissed from the service, but the complex- 
jon of the court led every one to believe that 
the sentence would be comparatively mild.“ 

There was betting among the officers in the 
navy yard over the probable result, and 
nearly all of the money was laid on the 
chance of a two years’ suspension. It is 
very probable that Capt. McOalla will 
never serve out his full sentence. 
The President can mitigate hig sentence at 
any time and restore him to rank and duty 
again, as has been done inthe case of many 
other naval ofticers under suspension. There 
is some betting on this question, too, and the 
conservative betters figure out that in eigh- 
teen months Capt. McCaila will be reinstated. 

»The only thing that is really hard for Capt. 
McCailla,’’ said one of the officers, is the 
fact that he mustretain his present number 
in the list of commanders. Thereis only one 
of his old class-mates at Annapolis now ahead 
of him, but if it is three years before he re- 
turns to duty he will probably see all the

members of his class ranking ahead of him. 


During the trial one of Capt. McCalia’s 
counsel said his client must have eltiver a 
complete acquittal or he would refuse to re- 
maininthe service. It is not generally ex- 
pected, however, that he will resign. | 

„Capt. McCaila has done too good service 
to be lost to the navy, said au officer yester- 
day, and he has been so many yearsin at- 
taining his present rank that he will think 
twice before giving it up at this late day.

Dr. Teagle and 
Rachael Reacher, a niece of Mrs. Teagle, were 
the heirs to the property, but Robert Clayton, 
who claimed to ason ofMrs. Teagie, de- 
manded a share ofthe property. Dr. Teagle 
declared that Clayton was a son of Mrs, 
Teagie’s sister.

mine the point it was decided to exhume the 
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body and submit a portion toexnert examina- 
tion.

Craft, not knowing his object or 
business, politely asked Scroeder into the 
house before the Marshal could object, 
Schraeder came in, and of course the Marshal 
had to arrest him, which he did as quickly 
and pleasantly as possibile, saying that he 
was just going out to meet him when Mrs. 
Craft called him. Schraeder was taken to 
Jacksonville and placed under $2,000 bonds. 
The ‘‘chivaliry’’ here immediately started the 
story that Mrs. Craft set a trap for 8chraeder 
and several papers published this story. The 
Marshal thinks this has something todo with 
this last outrage, especially as Mrs. Craft had 
received several anonymous warnings lately. 
Mrs. Craft has been a resident of this city for 
ten years and owns much property here. She 
came from Elmira, N. I., and her husband 
was a Union soldier.
